obs They left the army, and directed 
their march towards Mo/cow, without ſay- 
ing a word to their General, (about eight 
thouſand of them) giving out every where 
that the Czar was dead abroad, and for that 
reaſon, it behoved them to niarch to the ca- 
pital, to chuſe a Regent to manage matters 
during the young Czar Alexis Petrowich's 
minority: they turned off all their officers, 
and created new ones from among them- 
ſelves, and were joined in their march by 
| ſeveral looſe people, who were fond of 2 
change, imagining no doubt, that they 
would find their account in it. 

Prince Romodanoſey their General, fent 
couriers one after another, acquainting the 
regency that a great part of his army had 

left him, and certainly on no good deſign; 

that they had marched the firſt day more 
than thirty werſts; that the troops ra had 
ſtill with _ were moſt of them in the 
ſame mind; nor durſt he adventure to fol- 
low-after them, having expreſs orders from 
the Czar to continue on the frontiers of 
Poland, and obey what orders he ſhould re- 


ceive 
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ceive from King Auguſtus; to whom he Boo 5 
had alſo ſent an expreſs, acquainting him III. 
with what had happened; that the Strelitzes WV 


who remained in the army, ſeemed to. be 
much more elevated than ordinary, ſhewing 
but little regard to orders; ſo that he feared 
the worſt. 

This revolt put all the 3 and gran- 
dees at Moſcow in the utmoſt conſternation; 
and had nor the Czar expreſsly ordered Ges 
neral Gordon, together with four thouſand 
of his guards, to continue at the capital this 
year, the government had been overturned, 


and the Czar with his family quite extir- 
pated. 
The rebels were got within one hundred 


werſts of Moſcow, before it was poſſible for 
General Gordon to make head againſt them, 


| But having, with great. difficulty, got the 


Generaliflimo perſwaded to march out of 


the capital, at the head of four thouſand of 
| the neighbouring gentry, he marched along 


with a body of three thouſand foot, and 
good ardllery, conſiſting of twenty-ſeven 


field pieces, from ſix to ten pounders ; being 
| obliged to leave one thouſand foot to keep 
matters right at Mo/cow, and to guard the 


palace. General Gordon moving forwards, 


a good way before his little army, got ſight 
of the rebels, near a monaſtery, called 155 |

place, he ordered a Major with two hun- 


rdred foot and a few horſe, to prevent the 


rebels from taking poſſeſſion thereof: the 
monaſtery being large, and furrounded with 
a good iron wall. After which, accompa- 
nied with ten or twelve perſons, he moved 

up ſlowly towards them, and ſent an Adju- 
tant, deſiring ſome of their leaders to come 


and ſpeak with him, which they agreed to, 
Kang him very well: and when they 


came, he ſaluted them in a very complai- 
fant manner, aſking how they did, and 


where they were going; how they came 
to leave the army, and by whoſe orders? 
They anſwered him moſt ſabmiſtively, that 
they pad left the army without orders: 


this having been long abſent from their 


homes, they intended to go and fee their 


wives, and put their houſfiold affairs in or- 
der. The General told them, they could 
not but know, that they had tranſgrefled 


againſt his majeſty's orders; therefore, he 


adviſed them, as a friend, to return inſtantly 


to their duty; which, if they did, he aſſur- 


ed them of his Czariſh Wa pardon: 
that if they did not, but continued to per- 


ſiſt in their rebellion, they would ſhut all 


the gates of mercy ; and could expect no- 


thing but death and deſtruction. They 


told him plainly, that ſince they were come 


ſo 


inen 
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ſo far, they would firſt go to Moſcow, andBook 
then Kue he expoſtulated with them far⸗ III. 
ther, but to no purpoſe. Then he aſked wo 
them how far they intended to march that 
day? they told him not far. He faid, it 


being then towards evening, he thooghe it 
adviſeable for them, to pitch their tents a 


| little below, where ters was a village that 
could accomodate them with neceſſaries, 


and conſider with their friends againſt next 


morning, when he ſhould meet with them 


once more, and reaſon farther on the mat- 


ter. They told him, they ſhould do ſo: 
and n being aigss with long mar- 
ches, they drew up, and encamped on the 


fame ſpot of ground the General had point- 
ed out to them. After which, he bid them 


| good night, and returned to meet the troops,

He encamped about a mile diſtant from the

for tlie next day ; perceiving plainly, that 
the Strelifzes muſt have encouragement 


from higher hands, or they durft never 
have undertaken fo bold an enterprize with 
ſo ſmall numbers. 

The Generaliſſimo, together with the reſt 
of the nobility and gentry, were in the 
greateſt terror imaginable: the General told 


them not to be unealy, for he was not

of the worſt, he hoped to give a good ac- 


count of them. 
By break of day next morning, the Ge- 


neral (who had reſted little or none that 
night, and fearing leſt the rebels ſhould ſe- 


duce and corrupt any of his troops, had cauſed 


the officers patrole the whole night long) 
mounted his horſe, and went out to com- 
mune with them as he had promiſed; and 


when ſome of their leaders came up to him, 


he aſked them what they had reſolved upon? 
ſaid, he hoped they oo be ſo wiſe as 
| Gallons his advice, who was really their 
friend: they told him, they neither had nor 


would alter their reſolution, but were de- 


termined (ſeeing they were ſo near) to viſit 
their wives. If that was all, he told them 

They 
told him, that there was no uſe for that,

pity inſiſting, ſaid, he was ſorry for them, 


| for he ſaw plainly that in a few minutes 


they muſt be deſtroyed. They told him at 
laſt, to mind his own buſineſs; and ſome of 
them were ſo bold as to preſent their pieces 


to fire at him. Then he thought it time 


for him to march off, and putting ſpurs to 
his horſe, rode up to the Generaliſſimo, 


told him, that theſe unhappy people were 


infatuated, and would not hearken to rea- 


ſon, ſo chat there was no more time to be 


loſt. It is certain, that if the rebels had 
killed General Gordon on this occaſion, 
(which they might have done without any 


difficulty) they would have carried their 


point, for there was none other who had 
the reſolution to oppoſe them. All the fo- 
reign officers were in the army employed a- 


gainſt the Turks; but providence, who 
| watched over this great Prince from his in- 


fancy to the hour of his death, ſhewed it- 


ſelf aaf in a particular manner.

His majeſty viſited 
him five times during his illneſs, was preſent 
the moment he expired, and ſhut his eyes 
with his own hand: he was alſo buried in 
great ſtate. 
He was ſon to John Gerdi, Eſq; of His che. 
| Achlenchries, in the county of Aberdeen, racer, Sc. 
| whoſe grandfather was a ſon of the family 
of Haddo, now earls of Aberdeen. - He left 
| Scotland at the age of eighteen, and went 
| into the Swediſh ſervice. Charles X. then 
| King of Sweden, had wars with Poland. 
| At the battle of Warſaw, Captain Gordon 
| was taken priſoner, and not relieved till the 
peace was concluded, there being no cartel 
betwixt the two crowns for exchange of 
| priſoners. On the peace, he engaged with . 
| the Ambaſſador of Ruſſia to enter into that 
| {ervice, perſnaded thereto by one General 
Won Buckhowen, a German, who had ſer- 
ved King Charles II. After the reſtoration,

All difficulties being removed, the ſiege 
went on in form, and three attacks were carri- 
ed on againſt the 1ſt of June: the comman- 
dant of Derpt, Colonel Skyte, cauſed ſet the 
ſuburbs on fire, and prepared for a vigorous 
defence. The attacks were carried on in 
| preſence of the Czar, who went from Nar- 
va to Derpt, and from Derpt to Narva, 
directing at the ſame time both ſieges; and 
ſometimes would paſs to St. Petersburgh, 
his favourite town, * which, by this time the 
foundations were laid, and the works going 
on with all poſſible expedition. 

On the 24th of May, Narva was formal- 
ly beſieged, having been inveſted for above 
a month before: the Governor, Baron Horn, 
lent a letter to General Slepenback, deſiring 
immediate ſuccours; which falling into 
Marſhal Ogilvie's bande he made uſe of the _ 
following ſtratagem, which ſucceeded tole- 
rably w ol. Having taken from the Swediſh 
priſoners all their livery-coats, (which are

Major-general Slepenback was all this 
time under Reval with three regiments of 
horſe and dragoons, amounting to about 
two thouſand four hundred men; and leſt 
he ſhould attempt to ſend in ſuccours to the 


beſieged, Marſhal Ogitvie ordered Major- 


general Renn with ſix regiments of dragoons 
to fall upon him; which Reun did ſo ſuc- 


ceſsfully, that he diſperſed them, and took 


about 15 hundred priſoners: General 


Slepenback eſcaped to Reval with about four 
hundred 
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3 of his body, the reſt being cut to Bo Oo x 
pieces. Renn came up with this body about VI. 
break of day, ſo that he was in amongſt rw

John Mazepa was eſtabliſhed Hettman,

{il, towards Perecop: they were as unſuc- | 
ceſsful as they had been the year before, | 
but Prince B00 falling into diſgrace, and 
being ſent by the Czar into baniſhment, | 
. had the cunning by force of pre- 
ſents among the courtiers, and other arts, | 
to ingratiate himſelf wick the young Czar 
Peter ; ſo that he was continued Hettman: 
and in 169 5, he aſſiſted the Ruſſians in tak- 
ing Tavan, Singerie and Aſlangorod on the 
Borift in 1697 he fortified Tavar 
to that degree, that the Turks having be- 
fieged it with a conſiderable army, on the 
approach of the Ruſſians to relieve it, they 
not being able to take it, abandoned the ſiege.
